The greatest enemy to the best spe- 
ciss of fish is found in the vicious, vo­ 
racious and dangerous bluefish. 
In size 
ordinarily as long as your arm, with 
teeth like barbs, he can snap in halves 
a fish of his own size, and nearly all 
fish stand in mortal dread of him. Gen­ 
erally traveling in schools— sometimes 
as much as five m iles in length— they 
w ill in short order decimate a school of 
shad, sjiot, menhaden or such like. 
In 
his stomach can be found numbers of 
smaller fish, according to size. 
We have opened, one which contained 
a trout of almost his own size, while 
another contained 
a shad nearly as 
large. 
Still others are found having 
within themselves one or more of 
their 
own species of smaller size. 
But their 
destructiveness does not end here. 
We 
have seen them behind a school of shad, 
spot or menhaden, and sometimes schools 
of mackerel and cod, snapping and 
slashing their prey until the water was 
all a-foam. They eat until they can hold 
no more, but their viciousness is not 
abated. W ith a snap a shad is sundered 
and spit out, and the nex t slmres the 
same fate. They never tire, and the fish 
destroyed, but unbeaten, cover the sur­ 
face of the w ater.—Ex change.

D efects In Steel. 
Different opinions hav e long been en­ 
tertained by practical experts as to tin 
causes of defects in steel, and attention 
has lately been called by a writer in 
The Mechanical World to the fact, a? 
elicited by the most careful and repeat­ 
ed inv estigations, that most of the de­ 
fects peculiar to rails, plates and bars 
are due to blowholes in the castings, 
that is the ingots, such plates and l ars 
being roiled out of what is supposed t< 
be a homogeneous ingot, but which is 
liable to hav e a cav ity inside, not de­ 
tectable by chemical or mechanical 
tests, ev en though ev ery rail were tested 
in its entire strength. 
The blowhole, according to this w rit­ 
er, m ight be in a position in the ingot 
that it could not lie rolled out, but 
would remain in the center of the head 
of the rail, and that would run, per­ 
haps, about one-fourth the length of the 
rail. 
If, howev er, the blowhole was in 
some other part of the ingot, it might 
work out as a flaw on the surface of the 
rail when finished, and this could be 
detected by the inspector. 
But how tc 
detect the one which is hidden in the 
head of the ra il—which cannot be done 
by the present and old mode of inspec­ 
tion— is the problem.
